THE MILITARY AS AN INSTRUMENT OF FOREIGN POLICY by Ed Henry (worth 3 free issues). 
(This article is intended as an experiment of sorts* Its purpose is to elicit comment from 
the reader: you may address such comment to either Keith or myself. While I do not claim 
to be an expert in foreign policy, I do have strong opinions concerning certain facets 
thereof. The following is not intended to reflect the opinion of anyone but myself.) 

Modern-day diplomacy is an extremely complex field and a highly necessary one. Less civi- 
lized methods of settling disputes between nations- have a tendency to become quite costly 
for everyone involved, as well as harboring the potential for widespread destruction. As 
all good Diplomacy players have "found, however, force or the threat of force can provide 
a useful adjunct to negotiations from time to time. It should be noted here that I consider 
the application of force to be the only purpose which calls for the direct involvement of 
the military in political situations. 

It becomes evident that the U.S. Marines do not belong in Lebanon when our presence there 
is examined with the above viewpoint in mind. "Do unto others..," is the rule of force, 
pure and simple. It is difficult to follow this rule when the 'others' are allowed to 'do 
unto' you first. If we are to keep order in Lebanon, specific guidelines must be provided; 
and the lion's share of the responsibility should rest in the hands of local authorities 
(if any). Obviously, this is not the case at present. 9 

On the other hand, the utilization of the military in Grenada was correct. Clearly define 
your goals and the means at hand with which they may be accomplished. Then assign a mission 
and pErform, Simple. In this case, the political end of the business was mishandled: we 
made excuses for the invasion rather than presenting convincing evidence of what had been 
accomplished. Typical clumsy statesmanship. 

That's it. I have belabored the obvious in a very few words, and entirely ommiteaV any 
reference to the ultimate application of force: nuclear warfare (ugh). That subject we can 
reserve for later, after we expand upon this one a bit more. I invite your comment. ,

Bill, for instance, has no 
notion of the pervasive role of cruelty and repression in Russian society since 1054 (or 
thereabouts); in fact, a real coming to grips with the reality of Russian history whuld 
lead to the understanding that the current regime is inevitable, regardless of what ideol- 
ogy it espouses through historical accident. We could have the Tsars still in power; it 
would be no different. But whatever ideology it was, it would have to have messianic aspir- 
ations (as Marxism does.) The same is true in Latin America. The discussions of Nicaragua 
&c. going on within the hobby reveal no understanding of the problem at all. Nobody has 
revealed even the foggiest notion of the psychosocial implications of caudillismo , nor any 
other appreciation of the historical forces at work down there. You may as well make up 
your mind that neo-Marxist revolutions are going to sweep virtually every nation south of 
the Rio Grande... and we are going to have to laarn to get along with these new regimes or 
else. What other result could we really expect? It's part of the history of the region., 
the bourgeois revolutions of the 1810s and 20s, the liberal revolutions of the 60s and 70s, 
the agrarian revolutions of the early 20th Century, and now the proletarian/peasant revo- 
lutions of the 80s and 90s of this century. And all the US conservatives are out there with 
their little brooms, trying to nweep back the sea. ((Like Grenada, huh?)) How laughable! 
History is bigger than all of them. They had better find a way to accommodate themselves 
to it, because it is going to. walk all over them otherwise. ;I 

{(A check of my local library showed that they had nothing on 2 of the authors you mentioned. 
Maybe it is not quite so 'basic' a-\C*st~as..you might think. 

I have to disagree with you on the 'inevitability' of cetain events as proved by 'theories '. 
There are no Harry Seldons among us yet, so I doubt that there are many theories in the 
Social Sciences which are not flawed. 

For example, Japan was one of the most militaristic countries in the world for hundreds of 
years, but the 'historical forces at work' dfldn't prevent Japan from becoming a nation of 
pacifistic sheep following WWII- To blindly accept the 'inevitability' of Marxist revolu- 
tions is as wrong as it wo#ld have been to accept the 'inevitability' of fascism in Europe 
in the 1930 's and 1940's. I think that it is better for us to attempt to correct perceived 
wrongs in the, world, even if w© should fail in the attempt, than to sit idly by twiddling 
our thumbs while letting 'historical forces' do their work. I'd also agree with the Romans,, 
though, that a foreign nations ' history and traditions must be taken into account when 
trying to mold their government into a more palatable form. Otherwise, we'd end up making 
matters even worse. Thanks for the thought-provoking letter, I hop© that it will prompt 
others to give us their thoughts on this subject.))

Overall, I was quite disappointed with NSN. While Bond as Sean Connery is much better than 
Bond as L 'oger Moore, Connery 's greatly superior style alone cannot make up for the lack of 
mucii of a plot and a paucity of special of f sets and high-excitement action. Brandauer plays 
n lousy Largo, coming off as an insane man rather than a brutally evil one. Carrera is the 
only person besides Bond who gives an outstanding performance. While there is not as much 
silliness in HGK as there is in most recent Bond films, there's still too much for my taste.

All you need is a Diplomacy set and a bowl (or an empty parts tray, an ash tray, or some 
container). You count the starting units out into the bowl, stir well, and dump them out about 
half an arm's Length above Silesia. Units which land evenly between spaces, two in the same 
sob.-zp, armies in bodies of water, and fleets in provinces should be replaced and dumped over. 
Drm't be too fussy or you'll be dumping all night — after 3 or /, spills, you should straighten d 
up the pieces and start. Everyone should be more or less satisfied (unless a neutral party 
does the dumping— in which case they must be satisfied) with the positions on the board be- 
fore starting. Once this is done, you should draw lots to determine who plays which country. 
For obvious reasons, never decide who's who before setting up the board. Rules are the same 
as in the regular game except: you may build on ANY. owned center that is vacant, no limit 
on how many new units may be built.
